THE STRIKE SITUATION 

All the principal points in dis- 
pute in the rail strike are left to the 
United States Railroad Labor Board 
to adjudicate. 

This is the essence of the com- 
promise settlement drafted by Pres- 
ident Harding and informally ap- 
proved by the spokesmen of the con- 
tending parties. 

The President haa won his point 
— the Labor Board's supremacy 
must be recognized by both rail- 
roads and workmen. The fact that 
both sides have seen fit in the past 
to disapprove the decisions of the 
Board is regarded as the host proof 
of its impartiality. 

Governor Edwin P. Morrow, in 
an interview Saturday night em- 
phatically stressed the tact that al- 
though Kentucky would at all times 
do all it could to help everybody in 
a threatened coal shortage, Ken 
tucky and Kentucky industries 
would be taken care of first in the 
coal situation as it affects Kentucky 
mines. 

"We have another consideration. 
We want to .see, and I am interested 
in seeing, that while we are per- 
lorming this general puhlic service, 
we can and will take care of the 
public utilities in Kentucky and the 
companies that are engaged in tbe 
manufacture of the essentials and 
necessary commodities." 

Leaders of the striking railway 
shopmen, returning from conferen- 
ces with President Harding, ex- 
pressed confidence that the walkout 
would be terminated as a result Of 
meetings of railway executlTsa and 
union committees this week to con- 
sider proposals submitted by Presi- 
dent Harding. They also asserted 
tlKit tho strikers will return to work 
with their seniority rights unim- 
paired, if they return at all. 

"I can't say a word, boys, not a 
single word," B. M. Jewell, head of 
the shop crafts organization, said on 
his arrival at Chicago. He refused 
to term the outlook hopeful or oth- 
erwise, but declared that it was^sate 
to assume that the meeting of the 
shop crafts policy committee Tues- 
day was called to consider proposed 
plans for terminating the strike. 

Settlement of the strike appar- 
ently rests with the decision of the 
railroad executives. While neither 
they nor the strike leaders have an- 
nounced what stand will be taken 
on the President's peace progrun, 
union leaders are of the opinion that

take service from now on. will have 
their seniority rights protected from 
date they took sisrTlee or tnm date 
they take service hereafter.

Peace terms already have been 
agreed to in the country-wide, rail 
way strike and formal ratification 
has been assured through President 
Harding's efforts, it was asserted by 
a man in close' oMal tovch with the 
situation. 

All that now remains before the 
strike, which has cost the workers 
upwards of |40.00d,900 in wages, 
passes into history, it was asserted, 
was the formal endorsement of the 
terms of settlement by the railway 
executives, meeting in New York, 
and the strike leaders who will con- 
vene in Chicago at the same hour. 

"The acceptance of President 
Harding's proposal was a foregona 
conclusion before T. Dewitt CuyJer 
* * * issued the call for the meet- 
ing of the rail executlTOS in New 
York and Bert Jewell, head of the 
striking shopmen, summoned a sim- 
ilar meeting of union chiefs for the 
same date," this man, who has been 
in closest touch with the entire sit- 
uation, d^lared.

Another step in . the litigation 
over - the compromise made, in 1916 
of the back tax cases against the L. 
V. Harkness estate, was ti^en Tues- 
day when in appeal from the Judg- 
ment of the Fayette Circuit Court 
was filed in the Court of Appeals at 
Frankfort by ^M'^eemMnwetfth. 

The case involves several hundred 
thousand dollars claimed to be due 
the fltetee for the ymn preced- 
ing 1915. The suit was originalljr 
brought hj T. E. Coyne, reYbnue 
agent for the Btate at-La>s% and the 
appeal was filed by Franklin, Tal- 
bott & Chapman, of Paris, and Lex- 
ington, attorneys, representing the 
commonwealth in the appeal. 

ITaxes on approximately 170,000,- 
000 for the five year period prior to 
1916. are involved in the suit, ac- 
cording to attorneys for the Com- 
monwealth. Taxes. ^ on $20,000,000 
were collected in 1916 as a result of 
a compromise settlemmt of ' a suit 
brought by T. C. Bradley, then sher- 
iff of Fayette coimty, seeking to col- 
lect taxes for the Ato years prior 
to the death of L. V. Harkness. 

The State and Fayette county re- 
ceoTod |S40,0te In. taxes as a reenlt 
of that compromise settlement. T. 
E. Coyne, revenue agent-at-large for 
the State, brought suit in the Fay- 
ette county court to set aside the 
judgment of that court in the com- 
promise case. After exensive plead- 
ings had been filed County Judge F. 
A. Bullock set aside his previous 
judgment in the case. 

If the Court of Appeals should re- 
verse the Fayette Circuit Court in 
the case and decide that the State is 
entitled to collect taxes on an ad 
ditional raluatiott of the eetate, the 
case would come back to Fayette 
county court for the purpose of es 
tablishing the taxable ralue of the 
estate during the five years just pri- 
or to Mr. Harkness' death, which is 
as far ba^ as the statute of limlta- 
tions will permit the Commonwealth 
to go.

quantities of coal until the shopmen 
went out, after which their tonnage 
was immediately cut in half.

ireau of Public Roads, Department 
of Agriculture, not seeking to dic- 
tate what type of pavemeiU ahall be 
constructed in any given communi- 
ty, specifies that the type of surface 
must be adegvata tor the traflc an- 
ticipated. 

Howeyer, the government does 
insist on protecting its investment 
by providing that the various 
States, out of their own pocket, 
must keep all federal aid roads in 
good condition of repair. If this is 
not done, the goiveniment will itself 
maintain any road not properly 
maintained and will deduct the cost 
tnm the Stated federal aM allot- 
ment. 

Highway engineers paint out that 
the community which doTOtes its 
quota of federal aid to constructing 
the less durable pavement types 
will, within a few years, be greatly 
burdened by heavjr annual repair 
and maintenance costs. This main- 
tenance henceforth can not be neg- 
lected aa it too often has been in the 
past. 

The community which builds 
pavements that, while costing a lit- 
tle more at ftrst, will last so much 
longer and not call for constant 
and costly repairing, will escape 
the penalties of heary maintenance 
charges and early raeoMtniction 
costs. 

The Bureau of Public Roads, us 
Ing its observations of the behavior 
of pavements under heavy motor 
truck tralile as a basis, has careful- 
ly listed parement types in order of 
'their durability. Starting with the 
most durable the list includes: 

Vitrifled brick, sheet asphalt, ce- 
ment eonerete, bituminous concrete, 
bituminous macadam, surface treat- 
ed macadam, waterbound macadam, 
sratni »awdani, graTol and aand 
day. 



In several lai^e Democratic coun- 
ties in Kentucky party feuds have 
grown up largely as a result of 
domination of a faction within the 
party. Party nominees have been 
chosen from a faction rather than 
from the body of the party as a 
whole. For years this plan suc- 
ceeded because of the strength o^ 
the faeticm and the crack of the 
party whip. Each local election, 
however, has left the party organi- 
zation weaker, and in some instan- 
ces has shown a complete party re- 
versal. 

A notable example of factional 
domination has long been seen 1^ 
county of Logan, in the Third Con- 
gressional District. The powerful 
organisation known as the Rhea fac- 
tion has long"dominated the Demo^ 
cratic party. It is said that a man 
had to swear allegiance to the 
Rheas if he aspired to hiold dmce in 
Logan county. The bitterness en- 
gendered by the factional feud grew 
to such proportions that a man and' 
his wife, who published a paper in 
Russellville, were arrested for libel 
of Circuit Judge Rhea, and the 
Judge in turn was arrested charged 
with sending an obscene letter 
through the mails to one of the ed- 
itors. 

Thus Logan county, which has al- 
ways been a Democratic stronghold, 
had its majority materially reduced, 
and was no longer to be counted on 
I to roll up a good party vote. 

Recent developments indicate that 
the old fend is being wiped out, and 
that the Logan Democrats are get- 
ting together again. The Russell- 
Tille Messenger, long the leader In 
the anti Rhea faction, publishes a 
story tending to show that with the 
advent of a new Circuit Judge and 
wiping out of the old scores, a new 
era is dawning in the county. Com- 
ment on the administration of Judge 
Mallory, the Messenger says: 

"A new atmosphere has been cre- 
ated and respect for the court Is be- 
ing restored. Without it the court 
is impotent. The Circuit Judge is 
the mainspring to all law enforce- 
ment, and the administration of 
public justice without fear, 'favor or 
affection, will go many miles toward 
our relief."

The time limit for securing cer- 
tificates of disability for men dis- 
abled in the world war and - -dis- 
charged before August 9, 1921, ex- 
pires August 9, 1922. Such a cer- 
tificate is of primary ImportMice 
to those men discharged with a dis- 
ability or who developed a disability 
within one year from date., of dis- 
charge which is traceable to army 
senrice, but which is not serious 
enough to be a handicap or is not 10 
per cent extent and therefore not 
subifect to compensation.

Erosion is the greatest single 
cause of fertility losses in Ken- 
tucky soils, according to a new cir- 
cular entitled, "Soil Erosion," 
which is being distributed by the 
College of Agriculture to interested 
persons and farmers. How to pre- 
yent soil erosion, therefore, is a 
problem o| prime importance to 
farmers of the State, the new pub- 
lication points out. 

"Practically the whole area of 
Kentucky is more or less rolling," 
the publication conteueo. "When- 
ever there is. enough slope to land 
for surface runoft of the rainfall, 
washing will occur unlesa the soil 
is protected by some form of vegeta- 
tion. Much erosion takes place in 
the form of uniform sheet washing 
and often is unobstructed for ,a long 
time. Obserration will show that 
on nearly all lands that are culti- 
vated regularly without proper pro- 
tection by corer crops, even very 
gentle slopes are "thinner" and red- 
der or lighter in color than the ad- 
jacent lerel lands. On. the whole, 
this form of washing does far great- 
er damage than the gullying of 
lands." 

Sheet erosion and gullying are 
the two general types of erosion, 
the former being the more or less 
uniform washing of the soil without 
the distinct formation of gullies, 
while gullying in a large measure is 
prevented by the control of sheet 
erosion. 

The most effective means of pre- 
venting sheet erosion is to keep the 
ground well covered with some kind 
of growth, while gullying is best 
stopped by means of plowing in, 
staking in, checking over-falls, wo- 
ven wire obstructions, combining 
tiling and staking, earth dams or 
planting the gullies with sweet clo- 
ver or grass. Detailed descriptions 
of how to stop sheet erosion as well 
tained free by asking the Bzperi- 
showing how the work is done are 
contained in the new circular. 

It also contains detailed informa- 
tion concerning the construction of 
terraces, together with other Infor- 
mation designed to be of help to 
farmers who have an erosion prob- 
lem on their fann. It may be ob- 
tained free by asking the Exepri- 
ment Station at Lexington for Cir- 
cular No. 129.

"There is already a gtent demaad 

for pedagogic pictures," Mr. Hays 
said. "I propose that we jointly 
study that demand, and^ that we 
jointly find ways and means of sup- 
plying it. Let a committee be ap- 
pointed of this association make up 
of the very best talent within your 
ranks; let them meet with the great 
producers of the country and find 
ways to use our facilities. We ask 
you to aid tis and to iet us aid 
you in the study of the whole prob- 
lem of the use of the motion picture 
as a direct pedagogic instrument.'* 
Plans for a world conference on 
education, to take place in 1923, 
were offered the conTentkUi.

BADIUH LESS IS PRICE AT $120 
FEBMnUGKAX 

Radium, wonder element, used 
extensively in the treatqient of can- 
cer and in the laboratory of the 
physicist, has decreased in price 
from 15 to 20 per cent, according to 
announcements of the principal 
company extracting the nufO mte- 
eral from the ore. 

About 250 tons of ore are requir- 
ed to yield a single gram of radium. 
The ore is mined in Colorado and 
must be shipped across the conntry 
to New Jersey for the extracting 
process. Hence the cost of a gram 
of radium is a prodvct of the cost of 
the ore, plus the transportation of 
250 tons of mineral earth, plus the 
process of extraction of the radium. 

With the substance Increasing in 
value to humanity every day it Is 
used, physicians and others interest- 
ed in its employment are wondering 
why it is not possible to erect an ex- 
traction plant in Colorado in order 
to avoid the need for the long haul 
of thousands of tons of earth across 
the country. The entire product of 
radium for the year could be carried 
comfortably te a man's pocket; why 
spend the money for coal and handl 
ing of the earth which carries the 
radluai; why not eixtnet it at the 
mine mouth and tnnspnri the fin- 
ished product,

in the town hall, containing the 
judgment of Roman arbitrators in a 
dispute between the city and anoth- 
er^ place in 117 B. C. Afoc^opins ao- 
curately described Genoa as "well 
situated as a port of call for the 
voyage to Oanl aa€ fo Spain/' as It 
still is.
